The particulars selected 
are shown, as far as can be obtained, for the year closing each decade since the year 1830, and convey 
a bird’s-eye view of the rapid progress made over the sixty-seven years ending with the year 1897. The 
Annual Rate of Progress since 1850 and during the last decade are given side by side to mark the varying 
rate of progress in later years as contrasted with that for the greater period.
